MUCH IN EVIDENCE

XEW YORK, April 30—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market «nd Datly Iron &

Theory and practice do sot acre* 


with respect to the character of "mar- 
ket that obUicfi for finished steel pro- 
ducts. In same quarters it Is asserted 
that there is. theoretically at least, an 
"open market" for finished steel. 
Practically, how«yer, the prices of 
March 31 are being rigidly held. Tirere 
ia not eTea a large crop of rumors as 
to price cutting, and there.have been 
times ta the past when there were 
many such rumors without there be- 
ing much substance. Commissions are 
being paid in many oases, but as 'a 
rule the ultimate bnyor is not be&e-, 
fitted. In one important finished pro- 
duct, of which there are more than a 
score of producers, not.more than one 
or two are reported as cutting prices, 
and their concessions are of very 
small sise. In several lines there is 
not the slightest semibtanc^ of cut- 
ting. 


The opinion recently so preralent 


in many quarters that there would be 
competitive scaling ~of steel products 
b&fore long, or at least that important 
redactions would be made within 60 
days, is not nearly so much in evi- 
dence this week, as none of the fa- 
miliar forerunners ot such an event 
hare appeared. The 'leadens of the 
steel industry .are reported to be 
strongly of the opinion that demand 
would not, be greatly increased by re- 
dncing prices, and in some quarters 
are being charged with pessimism for 
holding such a view. Another criti- 
cism heard is that the rigidity with 
which, prices are h-eld i* an indica- 
tion of the distance by which prices 
could drop if open competition- were 
permitted to develop.,

HUNTINGTOX. W. Va., May 3—In 


what is said to be the biggest moon- 
shine raid in history, a. posse ot gov- 
ernment and state officers, reinforced 
by .members of. the Huntington police 
department, yesterday destroyed sev- 
en stills and captured an immense 
amount of mash ready for running. 
Two arrests were made and warrants 
have been sworn out for a number of 
others.
